The De tment is informed that, at a council meet- 
ing of the Temiskaming Band, the matter of the way in which 

u conduct the Temiskaming Indian Day Sehool was discussed. 
he Indians olaim that you do not give the attention you 
should to your duties and request that the services of a new 
teacher be engaged. They state that you do not open the 
wohool punctually, arriving at the sehool in the morning 
any time between nine and ten o'clock, also that the school 
was closed at three o'clock every afternoon and that quite 
@ few times you did not appear at the school-fouse at all 
and the children had to return home. 


The Indians seem dissatisfied with your work and 
tge attention you have been giving to your duties. It would, 
therefore, appear in the best interests of all concefned that

Mise Delorme's address is Luskville, Que., and, when 
in your discretion, you consider there are sufficient children 
to re the school, you should communicate with her, and 
she will be prepared to return to Temiekaming and re-open the 
school.

I mentioned the fact to the Department that Mise Henan was giving a bad 
direction to the Indians.They have been getting here,artificial teeth, 
glasses, medical care,food supplies, hay for their horses and cattle, seed 
grain and seed potatoes,foot-wear and clothing. They have been getting 
all this when their white neighbours have to do without it and a large 
number ### would need it more than the Indians because they are almost 
starving. When the Indians are treated this way, they should, be told that 
they are not well treated. ‘af 
I also met Sister Superior and she could send a Sister having a Quebec 
First Class “iploma and about ten years experience, her native language 
is English and this is important for there is very Little Inglish taught 
in this school, 


I knew it is the desire of the Department te get a teacher with a Second 
Class Diploma .If the one the Superior offers is net satisfactory for 
this year,I could ask the Superior General in Ottawa to visit the Departe 
ment and make other arrangements, 

I informed Miss Honan that I was sending my report to the Department 

and that teachers were not elected by the Indians who know very little 
about educatien, As I have already mentioned to the Department, Miss Honan 
has been getting her pension for many years.

For some time, consideration has been given to 
a change in the teaching services in the Indian day 
school on Temiskaming Reserve ¢ 19, located at the 
head of Lake Temicskaming, in the Province of Quebes, 
At the present time this school is taught by a lay 
teacher, Mies Catherine Honan, who has been in our 
employ tor a considerable time, It is considered that 
it would be in the interests of the work to Place the 
teaching services under the control of the Grey Nuns, 
who have offered to provide a Reverend Sister having 
the necessary qualifications. There is an enrolment 
of 44 children, and the average attendance during the 
last fiscal year wae 30. 


Mise Honan, who is an elderly woman, is popular 
with the Indians, as she is in the habit of presenting 
gifte to the children. The Agent etatees that she has 
been advising the Indiane they are not receiving proper 
treatment in the way of relief supplies and also in 
other matters. Both the looal parish priest and Indian 
Agent recommend that the services of Mies Nonan be dis- 
pensed with and that arrangemente be made with the Grey 
Nuns to supply a qualified teacher. 


The Ohief of the Band visited the Department 
yesterday and protested against any change being made, 
ae he states the Band are in favour of retaining Mier 
Honan's services. The Agent states that the Indians 
are influenced by the gifte which their children receive 
from the teacher, and that her advice to the Indiane ie 
undermining hia influence.

The question of engaging the services of a 
Sister of the Grey Nune has been deferred for two years, 
owing to the fact that the Order 41d not have proper 
living accommodetion, but arrangemente are now complete 
for the housing of the Order in Temiskaming. On reserves 
where we employ Nunes as teachers, there hae been marked 
improvement in the work in the school, in the homes and 
in the cleanliness and betterment of the Indians. T 
have taken thie matter up with the Agent, ond I am of 
opinion that a change should be wade in the teaching 
services and that the Order of the Grey Nuns should be 
requested to supply a qualified teacher for the coming 
school year, beginning September firet, next, and should 
be pleased to have your instructions in the matter,

In respect to a house for School Teacher, North Temis- 
camirigue Reserve :- 


The Band has passed a resolution to give a 
grant of $1000.00 to the Society of the Good Shepherd for 
the erection of a building on the reserve to sccommodate 
nune- Two of these are attending to the household affairs 
of the Church, one is expected to come in as teacher for 
the reaerve and one as a nurse for the Indians and adjoin- 
ing settlers. The Band is very desirous of making this 
grant. 

The Chief after conversation with yourself is 
inelined to think that the Band would recognise that for it 
as a municipal organization to make a grant in this way 
might be injudicious. 

But a residence for a teacher is an urgent neces- 
sity and the Chief submits that the Band showld put up a 
teacher's residence to be owned by itself, which, so far 
as it conveniently can, may be used by the nun who is go- 
ing to assume the duties of school teacher and any asso- 
ciates of hers that may choose to occupy it with her. 

He considers, however, that it should be clearly 
understood that this house is for the purposes of a school 
teacher and for any such school teacher as may from time 
to time be appointed. 

He feele sure of the concurrence of the Band in

The Department has properly, I think, refused a 
grant of $1000.00 for buiiding a nunnery on the Temiscamingue 
Reserve, If, however, the proposition should take the form 
of a guitable residence for a teacher for the school there 
would be no serious edjection to it.

their funds will stand. They have not voted this 
money 48 a contribution to a munmery,or a combined 
Schoolhouse and residence for the mnuns,and if such a 
building is put up,the present schoolhouse will be 
left on their hands. 

The $300.00 already contributed by the 
Government towards the Salary of a teacher should be

He states 
these closets are in the same building, separated only by a 
single board petition, end that the boye’ side is in a filthy, 
unsanitary condition, 


If weather conditione permit, you should have these 
tollete cleaned and Placed in a sanitary condition. You 
should have this work carried out as Boon as possible, for~ 
warding an account, in triplicate, properly certified, cover- 
ing the cost, which should be kept as low as possible. It 
may be possible for you to arrange to have Indians on the 
relief list do this work without expense to the Devartment. 


The Inspector has recommended that two seperate 
toilets be built next Spring, on another site, one for the 
boys and one for the rirle. You might draw thie matter to 
the attention of the Department early next Spring, stating 
the type of toilet you would recommend be erect and the 
approximate cost of the material and labour, We will have 
no funds this year to build new toilets.

Timiskaming School 


The Sister in charge complained about 
frequent absences of children, whose parents are 
often keeping them home on the least pretext, such 
as gardening, hauling wood, etc.; as we have no 
constable on the Reserve or truant officer, I told 
her that she should report to Agent about the most 
freauent ones and it is expected that Agent should 
try to stop such unnecessary absences. The children 
are clean and neat in appearance. Due to army clothing 
being received, the teacher has, more than ever, tried to 
show the pupils how to make good use of all those things 
by making them over. No sewing machine is available 
except an old one which was borrowed two or three 
times from an Indian family. I recommend that one 
sewing machine be supplied to the teacher and Kept in 
teacher's quarters, so that instructions can be given 
in making over old clothing received, to pupils and 
parents.

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(2) Where there are special circumstances which in the judgment of the Minister 
Minister of Labour make it expedient that he should do so, he may decide what 0! pote 
are the current or fair and reasonable rates of wages for overtime, and what is ina, 
the proper classification of any work for the purposes of wages and hours. 
Immediately upon receipt of notice of any decision of the Minister of Labour 
hereunder the Contractor shall adjust the wages and hours and classification of 
work so as to give effect to such decision. In case the Contractor shall fail so 
to do, or fail at any time to pay to any employee or employees for any services 
performed or for any hours of labour wages according to the rates set forth in the 
schedule or fixed therefor by the Minister of Labour hereunder regarding over- 
time and classification, the Minister of Labour may authorize and direct the 
Minister to pay any such wages at the rates so fixed and to deduct the amount 
thereof from any moneys owing by the Government to the Contractor and any 
such payment shall for all purposes as between the Contractor and the Govern- 
ment be deemed and taken to be payment to the Contractor, and the Contractor 
shall be bound in every particular by any such authority, direction and payment 
as aforesaid. 

(3) For the protection of the workmen employed, the Contractor shall post , 
and keep posted in a conspicuous place on the premises where the contract is r 
being executed, occupied or frequented by the workmen, the Schedule inserted in 
this contract, also the preceding paragraph (2) and any decision of the Minister 
of Labour made thereunder. 

(4) The Contractor shall keep proper books and records showing the names, 
trades, and addresses of all workmen in his employ and the wages paid to and 
time worked by such workmen, and the books or documents containing such 
record shall be open for inspection by the Fair Wages Officers of the Government 
at any time it may be expedient to the Minister of Labour to have the same 
inspected. 

(5) The Contractor shall not be entitled to payment of any money which 
would otherwise be payable under the terms of the contract in respect of work 
and labour performed in the execution of the contract unless and until he shall 
have filed with the Minister in support of his claim for payment a statement 
attested by statutory declaration, showing: (1) the rates of wages and hours 
of labour of the various classes of workmen employed in the execution of the 
contract; (2) whether any wages in respect of the said work and labour remain 
in arrears; and (3) that all the labour conditions of the contract have been duly 
complied with; nor in the event of notice from the Minister of Labour of claims 
for wages, until the same are adjusted. The Contractor shall also from time to 
time furnish the Minister such further detailed information and evidence as the 
Minister may deem necessary in order to satisfy him that the conditions herein 
contained to secure the payment of fair wages have been complied with, and that 
the workmen so employed as aforesaid upon the portion of the work in respect 
of which payment is demanded have been paid in full. 

(6) In the event of default being made in payment of any money owing Power to pay 
in respect of wages of any workmen employed on the said work and if a Claim Jemait of 
therefor is filed in the office of the Minister and proof thereof satisfactory to the payment by 
Minister is furnished, the said Minister may pay such claim out of the moneys @""™™* 
at any time payable by His Majesty under said contract and the amounts 80 
paid shall be deemed payments to the Contractor. 

(7) These conditions shall extend and apply to moneys payable for the use 
or hire of horses or teams, and the persons entitled to payments for the use or 
hire of horses or teams shall have the like rights in respect of moneys so owing 
them as if such moneys were payable to them in respect of wages. 

(8) With a view to the avoidance of any abuses which might arise from subletting, 
the subletting of contracts it shall be understood that subletting, other than

I desire to refer you to official letter 
of September 24 last in which you were advised that 
the Department was not prepared to consider re- 
appointing Mr. Iserhoff as teacher of the Waswanipi 
Seasonal School during the summer of 1941. 


Mr. H. Lariviere, agent for the Abitibi 
Agency, visited the Department recently and expressed 
the opinion that it would be in the best interests 


of the Weewanipi Band to appoint a female teacher 
who could also act as a field matron by visiting the 
homes and encouraging the Indian mothers to keep their 


houses clean and giving them other useful advice. 


This appears to be a practical suggestion 
and the Department would like to try it for the summer 
of 1941. Would it be possible for you to secure a 
female teacher with the qualifications mentioned above? 
If so, we are prepared to consider a salary of $85.00 
a month for the three-month period. Mr. Lariviere 
advised us that he could arrange to have the teacher 
taken in by plane at a cost of $22.00 each way. of 
course the teacher would have to pay this amount 
herself but the $10.00 a month extra salary that we 
are promising would cover most of this.

With reference to your recent visit to 
the Department, at which time you suggested the 
a intment of a female teacher who sould act as 
field matron at Weswanipi for the summer months of 
1941, I wish to advise you that I wrote to Rt. Rev. 
J.G. anderson, Bishop of Moosonee, and he has sent 
me the following reply: 


"Your proposal to appoint a female 
teacher (who would also act as field matron) for the 
Waswanipi Seasonal School, would be well worth trying. 
So far I have been unable to contact one. There might 
be difficulty in getting accommodation for her. 

H.B. Co. residence is a small one and the present Post 
Manager has a family of 5 children and a maid to find 
room in a house with 2 small bedrooms upstairs and 

1 downstairs besides kitchen, dining and living room. 
The older children are a boy and girl. We have a 
Miesion House, which will be occupied by Mr. Iserhoff, 
whom I will have to send in any case to hold the daily 
services for the Indians in their own language. 
Heretofore Mr. Iserhoff boarded with the H.B. Co. as 
his daughter was the wife of the Manager, who has been 
transferred elsewhere. I daresay the female teacher 
will be able to get meals at the H-B. Co. house. [ 
don't know how an English speaki teacher will manage 
in visiting the tents to give advice. When Dr. Bolduc 
visited there he usually had Mr. Iserhoff to interpret 
for him.”

The information contained in your 
letter of the lst instant regarding the possi- 
bility of a female teacher securing suitable 
accommodation at Waswanipi was forwarded to 
Rt. Rev. J.G. Anderson, Bishop of Moosonee. 
His reply, dated the llth instant, reads as 
follows: 


“Referring to yours of the 5th 
instant I have been looking out for a teacher 
and matron for the Waswanipi Summer School, but 
so far have not succeeded. You mention that the 
teacher could get accommodation with the H.B. Co. 
or Joe Kitchen. I was there last summer and Joe 
Kitehen, like the other Indians, was living in a 
tent. Unless he has been appointed a servant by 
the Company he will not have a house to live in. 
I wonder if you realize that the Indians there 
have no houses. They all live in tents. You 
mention in the second paragraph of your letter 
of January 28 that the *female teacher could 
also act as field matron by visiting the homes 
and encouraging the Indian mothers to keep their 
houses clean’.

claim for 1943, during inspections during summers 1942 and 1943, it was 
taken for granted the gatherings of the children es held, were entirely 
for a religious purpose, so no inquiries, or visit were made when in 
that area, the only person aware of what was done is Mr. Iseroff, 48 alrealy 
stated he informed his work was at the expense of ,Diocese of Moosonee. 


I feel if an allowance is granted for school teaching 
during August 1943, it leaves the door open for further claims, that is 
1942 and 1943, MvetEseréff sp eht "at yWaswanipi during these summers about 
3 months, each year. In 1941 Mr. Iseroff was considered unfit and unable 
to carry on with school work as desired by the Department, no doubt this 
was acknowledged or recognizeé by late Archbishop Anderson, so I feel 
that it is difficult under circuustances to recomend payment.

As for 
accompanying you myself, there is nothing I would like 
better, especially when I look at the pile of unanswer- 
ed letters on my desk. However, someone has to be here 
to answer the letters and I am afraid that I am doomed 
te such a fate this summer. In conclusion, may I 
again thank you for your assistance in filling these 
seasonal schools this summer.

I have just returned from London and Toronto 
where I met some of the students who are going north. 
Schaffter and Meikle met me in Toronto and I have 
arranged for them to go to Montreal to meet the manager 
of the Mistassini Hudson's Bay Co. store. I have heard 
that the old Hudson's Bay house is still habitable and 
will give them shelter. I have authorized them to 
purchase whatever is necessary for their trip. Any 
house equipment the mission will pay for. Other things 
like personal luxuries they can pay for themselves, I 
have advanced each of them $100 and have given them an 
order on the Mont Laurier Aviation Co, at Roberval for 
return plane fare. They are both keen and competent 
and will leave early next week. I have also written to 
Mr. C.H. Brown and Mr. G.W. Thomson who live near 
Toronto and instructed them to travel to Senneterre. 

I have given them an order for a plane fare to Waswanapi. 
So far these are the only men for whom I have advanced 
money and I am sure that there will be no difficulty. 

I will either send the bills to you or have them pay me. 
I would much rather not have to take their cheques my~- 
self so that there will be no money transaction between 
us. If I have made any mistake in assuming that Mr. Brown 
has accepted you can let me know, I expect to begin my 
air journey about June 15th at Central Patricia, going 
down the Albany River, visiting about 6 posts and then 
around James Bay from Atawapiscut to Whale River and 
perhaps the Belcher Island then I will go Overland to 
Mistassini and Waswanapi, ending the journey at Val D'or. 
It will be nearly 4,000 miles, I wish you could have 
sent one of your men with me, or come yourself,

I wish to inform you that IT arrived in Waswanipi, to take over 
the school, Monday June i3th., having left Toronto the afternoon of Wednesday the 
8th. 


I have not met Mr, LaRiviere yet, but believe that he will 
be here on the 27th. Neither the schoo] building nor the teachers’ house has been 
heen finished yet, but should be so soon, providing some paint, which is on order, 
arrives, 


We are using the church for a temporary school and, since it 
leaks considerably, especially during Heavy rains- and these have occurred daily, 
except Suaday, since I have been here- we are operating usder difficulties. Yes- 
terdsy afternoon, for instance, I was obliged to give the children a holiday, while 
this afternoon we were interrupted at three by a heavy shower, 


The children retain little of what they have learned in 
previous years, and I am attempting now to get them back into the knowledge of 
the alphabet and edmple arithmetic, We are short in supplies, using mostly stock 
left over from previous yetres As far as crayons are concerned or teaching aids 
for the very young children, we have nothing, It may be, however, that some of

I regret that I was unable to tell you personally 
of the progress that has been made with regard to schools for 
Waswanipi and Mistassini. However, I welcomed the opportunity 
to diseuse the situation with Archdeacon Cook and feel certain 
that he has given you the letest information. 


Mr. Lariviere has already arranged with Mr. 
Sheffield, the manager of the Hudson's Bay Post at Waswanipi, 
to have the logs for the school cut, piled and peeled. Arch- 
deacon Cook agreed that Mr. Lariviere had made a good point 
when he recommended that we should not use the logs cut and 
hauled, free, by the Indians for the purpose of building a 
church, We certainly do appreciate your offer of these logs 
but it was felt that there might be some objection on the part 
of these Indians if the logs were used for building a school 
and teacher's residence. 


AB it is, we will be able to cut logs this year, 
both at Mistassini and Waswanipi, and erect the schools during 
the next summer. This will give us two schools completed by 
1948. 


As you are aware, the Indians ere hard up in the 
Weswanipi area particularly and by paying them for getting out 
the logs, etc., we will provide them with funds to purchase 
supplies rather than by giving them direct relief. 


Archdeacon Cook mentioned the need for a school

In reply, the offer of Bishop Rennison is no doubt 
very generous, however I do not see that the house in question 
could be taken over to advantage, built on the Company's land, 
put up likely by the Indians - labor free - for the Mission, 
present location poor subject to spring floods, site very bad 
for flies, condition, it is @ large house for our need, new 
foundation required, very likely also floor, windows and doors 
in bed shape, the whole building need to be re-inforced, habitable 
yet but many would not care to do 80. 


The building has a value, to be pulled apart, eat 
the salvaged lumber, considering it is in a rumete area, although 
all hand made,bourds are fair to very good and service ble. 


I suggested last year to Rev. Crey, they should pull it 
part and rebuild, with logs, foundation and walls, thy would have 
sufficient lumber to complete and make @ good house, he informed he 
would suggest it to the Bishope 


On school set up, I feel the teachers must be provided 
like the nurses with own residence entirely owned by the Department, 
to put up new school, we have a good site on new clearing, in any 
event we need protection in case of storms and fires.

On my arrival at Waswanipi, her father Johnny Gull, approached me 
within a few minutes, as to who was going to pay Kathleen for 
teaching, I investigated this matter. Kev. de Pendleton had 

been using her in the school, as " 2nd. Teacher " , during ANNUAL 
VISIT, I checked further on this, visited the school, every day, 

I found that Kathleen was doing very well, as regard pay for 

her work, after " testing for T.B. " and so on the usual routine, 
we found it necessary to send Kathleen for x-ray to La Tuque, 

she had almost starved to death the winter previous, in any event 
Johnny Gull, was destitute, his wife is feeble minded, his boy 
Angus, is an invelid, he looks after his sged mother and father, 
since Kathleen has returned from Chapleau School, she has been 
more or less in his hands “ ours " has she is not wanted by the 
Indians, as 4 wife, considering she cannot do much on the " trapping 
end of it “ . During ANNUAL VISIT, when adjusting this famftly, 

I informed Johnny, that aid to Kathleen, instead being direct 
relief, it would be like for the men, " worked relief " based, 
worked days, they objected in a way, I informed them when possible 
a woman like a man if in need of aid, we should work for it, and 
this year it was the case with Kathleen, they agreed to this,

that there ie only a total of 89 Indians at Weymontaching, 
and it is, therefore, doubtful if there would be a 


sufficient number of Indian children available to make 
the work a success.

Nith reference to the request by Rev. 
Jos. Ee Guinard fof 4 summer school at Weymontachi, I 
beg to say that I consider the Reverend Father's request 
@ reasonable one. These Indians, who are now coming in 
contact with civilization, have never had any opvortunity 
for educstion. they are, as yet, yuite unfitted to con- 
duct their affairs with unscrupulous whites and each year 
makes tie demand for such fitness more evident. 


I know the Reverend Guinard personally 
having come in contact with him as a missionary to the 
Indians for the past fifteen years. He has laboured 
hard and asxed little or nothing from outside sources, 

I am quite satisfied that for any grant given he will see 
that full value is rendered. 


I think the figure quoted as to number 
of Indians (89) is quite wrong. fo my knowledge there 
are over one hundred there. 


As regards accomodation, there is a 
iarge house on the reserve that, I think, would be avaii- 
able and if the school proves successful atter due triai, 
we could probably buy the building at a reaconab’e fipure.

I have your letter of the 30th ultimo, referring 
further to your request for the establishment of a summer school 
for the benefit of the Indian children at Weymontaching. 


In reply I beg to say that after further consideration 
it has been decided to county with your zene and the Department 
Will approve of this school bein, conducte during the months of 
June, July, August and September, next, provided the Indians remain 
at Weymontaching during that period. We will allow a total salary 
at the rate of $90 per month each for the services of a teacher and 
a field matron. You should endeavour to secure suitable persons 
for these positions, The teacher should huve eufficient quali- 
fications and experience to do satisfactory work. The person 
selected as field matron should have a knowledge of the simpler 
drugs and the treatment of minor ailments. You should submit in 
due time for the approval of the Department the names, qualifications 
and experience of the persons whom you recommend be appointed as 
teacher and field matron for this summer school. 


We note that there is a large house which you can obtain 
for the purpose of car:ying on the claseroom work, The Department 
is not prepared to inour any expenses other than the payment of the 
teacher's and field matron's salary and the providing of the necessary 
echoel books, scribblers, pencile, etc, The continuing of the work 
in future will depend upon the success which is met with during the 
coming summer. If, after due trial, it is found that it is of 
benefit to the Indian children, consideration could then be given to 
authorigzing « larger expenditure in providing for the education of 
these children,

at thie point at as early a date as possible,

While Visiting Cornwall Island a short time 
age, some of the Indians living at the east end of the 
island and who have children within school age, were 
interested in schooling for their children. 

I was asked to take this matter up with the 
Department, making request that a school be censtructed 
at the east end of the island. As you may recall, this 
matter was taken up with you different times in the past 
few years, but for certain reasens, @ school building was 
net built. 

To satisfy myself and to determine just how the 
Indians at the east end ef the island felt towards this 
scheol questien, on August, llth. instant, accompanied 
by Hlijah Benedict of Cornwall Island, we visited every 
dwelling at the east end of the island, and had the 
parents who had children, sign the enclosed petition. 

All parents who had children appeared to be 
interested, and signed the petition, with the exception 
ef one, Mitchell Hopps, and who not altogether refused, 
but requested seme little time te think the matter ever. 

This is encouraging te me. Two or three years 
age, mest of the Indians at the east end of the island, 
were adverse te school activities. 

Ne deubt a school cannot be built this year,but 
the building ef a school at this point on the reserve, 
should be made a sure move next year. 

As noted in the petition, that if a scheel could 
not be prévided for, that arrangements for transportatien 
ef the children te the schoel at the west end, is petitiened 
for.

attended,and spent an enjoyable evening. it @ppears that 
this developed into impromptu dances,and on occassion a 
bingo game was held.

The attendance at the Agency schools during December was 
low, due to the severe weather and storms, The teachers were able 
to get to their sohools so that Kastern School was closed one day, 
Central one day and M two days. The reports of the teachers 
for December, show t tere aP@ a considerable number of pupils 
suffering from colds and at Fastern School, a number were absent 
from skin diseases, a condition that has been hard to clean up at 
this school. Cod Liver O11 was delivered to the sehools in late 
November and teachers instructed to see that the children received 
the same. During December there was a considerable falling off in 
the attendance of Indian pupils to the Shannonville and Milltown 
white schools, due to inclement weather and sickness.

It will be noted in some cases very low average for 
December. This is due to the flu epidemic mostly. In general 
it can be said that attendance at the various schools has 
mainteined a high level. Such a high percentage is parti- 
cularly noteworthy at the Chetlain school where it was 
difficult to get the boya to school. The reverse is now the 
case as far as the boys are concerned. With the exception 
of the Cornwall Island East school no manual training is 
carried on. The village boys get the benefit of some 
training along this line when such is possible with the time 
at the disposal of the local constable. With only one man 
now stationed here less time can be devoted to such work 
amongst the boys. Due to the poor freezing of the St. Lawren- 
ce this winter it has not been possible during December to 
get to St. Regis Island School. Ice conditions are such that 
it is not safe to walk nor can a boat be used. Only emer- 
genoy trips are made by the Indian residents of the island. 


In general the children on the whole appear to be 
well-behaved and industrious. There is very little incentive 
for those children in our Quebec schools to devote much energy 
to studies after they reach the ace of 15 as the prospect of 
being able to attend a high school is no better than in past 
years. The hard period to keep those children at school is 
between the age of 15 and 16. The boys in particular just won 
exert themselves too much after 15. This situation is most 
unfortunate as they have just reached a point in life when 
they should be capable of absorbing some knowledge. I feel 
though that if we could give them the kind of training they 
would like at this period we would be well repaid and would not 
have any attendance problem on our hands to contend with-

Mr. Ryan did not have a Time-Table 
and considerable confusion wae in evidence in the management of the classes. 


After observing Mr. Ryan attempt to teach: 4 Junior Grade in 
Oral Reading, « Senior Grade in English Literature and a review of Sooiel 


Studies, I beg leave to recommend that the children in this school deserve 
@ more capable teacher.

Island Kast School on the 7th instant to discuss the 
matter with the teacher, Mre Ryane It was alleged 
by Mre Lazore that the teacher had used his fists 
to punish his deughter, Evelyn Lasore- 


I might say that very little was 
accomplished through our investigation apart from 
the fact that the pupil stuck her tongue out at 
the teacher+ We endeavoured to leave the impression 
with Mr+« Ryan that corporal punishment should be 
administered only when necessary and then only in 
accordance with the law. I might add there does 
not appear to be very much order in the class 
and while there is a marked improvement over a few 
months ago, the teacher concerned is too nervous 
a type to deal with our indians. He appears to be 
eager enough to learn the various angles connected 
with the teaching profession and he is apparently 
working hard enough but I fear he is losing prestige 
amongst the people.

JORNWALL ISLAND EAST INDIAN DAY SCHOOL 


At ten o'clock today Mr. Bonnah phoned me from 
St. Regis to advise that he had had a report from Major Pendergast, 
R.C.A.M.A., with regard to the above mentioned teacher. Apparently 
Mr. Ryan had had some sort of seizure in a street car at Cornwall 
upon which Major Pendegast was riding. 


I contacted Major Pendergast (Government phone 6732) 
and he told me the foliowing story: 


"That on Saturdey at approximately noon he was talking with an 
Indian on the St. Regis Reserve when a stranger came up to him 
and asked a series of disjointed and queer questions. The Indian 
said; "That man's crazy" and then told the Major that the stranger 
was Mr. Ryan, the teacher at the Cornwall Island Kast School, 
Major Pendergast then left the Indian and started to walk towards 
the street car. He noticed Mr. Ryan ahead of him jumping in a 
series of gazelle-like leaps towards the car. On the car Mr. 
Ryan sat by himself and after a short intervak began shaking his 
head with his fists and rocking back and forth. He kept tearing 
at his clothes and muttering to himself. Although he was 
creating a considerable disturbance, no one on the street car 
made any effort to interfere with him, as he seemed rather 
dangerous. 


Major Pendergast then saw him leave the car and 
bound into the post office in a somewhat similer manner,to that 
in which he had entered the street car." 


Major Pendergast, while not wishing to appear 4 
busybody, gave this statement voluntarily and recommended that 
action be taken to have Mr. Ryan medically examined, Major Pender- 
gast is willing to submit a signed statement concerning the 
above incident, if such is necessary.
